Has Exciting Experience 


With a Maniac 


Boston, Oct. S.—Rev. Lawrence P. 


McCarthy, pastor of the Church of the 
Holy Redeemer, IJaat Boston, was shot 
yesterday by John Gleason, a maniac. 


The bullet, which entered the fleshy 


part of the back, just below the left 
shoulder, was extracted by surgeons sioon 
after the shooting, and unless unexpected 
complications develop Father McCarthy 
Will entirely recover within a few days. 


Oleason entered the parochial 
resi- 


dence, which is always open, and asked 
for Father McCarthy. When the pastor 
appeared, Gleason is said to have greeted 
him with tho question, "Were you born 
in Ireland?" 
When told that he was 


born in East Boston, Gleason, it is said, 
drew a revolver, and began firing. Be- 
fore he could be stopped by the other 
occupants of the house, who entered tho 
room at the sound of the pistol shots, one 
of the bullets struck Father McCarthy 
In the back. 


After the shooting Gleason walked Into 


the police station, and while he was tell- 
In? an incoherent story to Lieutenant 
Sargent, a man entered who said that 
Father McCarthy had been shot. Glea- 
son was then, locked up. 


Gleason is an old soldier and has been 


drawing $15 per month from the state 
aid fund. 
He lived in a small room, and 


cooked his meals in his room. 
The 


weapon used was a 44-calibre revolver, 
Which was bought several years ago for 
celebration purposes. 
The prisoner will 


be arraigned on the charge of assault

OBUOPJjS AfTO LEGISLATION 


Of the reoorts of the first day of 


the ,/tate federation of labor conven- 
tion, in session at Marlboro, the most 
important was that by F. K. Foster, 
chairman of the legislative commit- 
tee. The report was practically as 
follows: 


In considering the legislative situa- 


tion in this state and the prospect for 
future progress there are two elements 
in existing conditions which seriously 
handicap the efforts of the labor or- 
ganizations to obtain further recog- 
nition. 


1. The overwhelming preponderance 


of a dominant party. 


2. Th« fact that many of the indust- 


rial competition of Massachusetts are 
by no means on an equality with her 
in labor legislation. 


The or>eration of the rfrst of these 


conditions is distinctly disadvantag- 
eous. Were the political parties mak- 
ing up the house and senate of any- 
where near equal streris./i, there would 
be a vast political leverage at our 
disposal, which is now entirely lack- 
ing. A certain but unequal percentage 
of both parties may be reckoned as in 
E-ympathy with our cause and may 
be relied upon for support from, con- 
scientious conviction, but another large 
percentage is soiely ruled by consider- 
ations of party policy. This element is 
•u.Ticiently large to determine the fate 
of most Important measures, and is 
apt to be hostile to a bill for no bet- 
ter reason than that it is advocated 
by party leaders on the opposite side. 


The second condition, while no bar 


to further legislation in the Judgment 
of the well-informed publicist or stu- 
dent of economics, who realizes that 
every improvement in the condition of 
labor tends to make it more efficient 
and valuable, is nevertheless the basis 
for a specious plea by corporation at- 
torneys which has an undoubted effect 
U1-" tV.C fi-'-'nilorl "bn«fnr«<3 rof-n" in 
the legislature, who possibly honestly 
believe that factory and other labor 
legislation has a tendency "to drive 
»way" capital from investment. 


W* wouM recommend as a step to- 


ward a better organization of our le- 
gislative forces the adoption by this 
convention of the two following sug- 
gestions: 


First—That in addition to the regu- 


lar legislative committee elected by 
this body, an auxiliary legislative com- 
mittee of 25 or more members be se- 
lected from the different industrial 
centers, whose duty it shall be to act 
in conjunction with your legislative 
committee in the circulating of peti- 
tions, distributing of information as to 
legislation.

telligent men, we can do much to 
counterbalance this inequality of re- 
sources. 


We believe the time has come when 


the attempt should be seriously en- 
tered upon to gain a radical reform 
in the method of legislation now pre- 
vailing, under which method we are at 
a most serious disadvantage when op- 
posed by the money power, or by party 
policy*. 


This radicstl reform we believe to fce 


the adoption of the initiative and ref- 
erendum, which would place in the 
hands of the masses the power to in- 
augurate, approve or reject legislation 
without kotowing1 to party leaders or 
asking favors from politicians.

If the majority of the American pub- 


lic were to he told that they could pro- 
cure lliiMusuiuls and tens of thousands 
of dollars of United States money for a 
few cents, they would reply that that 
was ritluT impoKKiblc or a scheme of 
Buiue uue to sell a gold brick. 


Yot they would be wrong in both of 


their siippobitions, for it is the absolute 
tiuth, and the host placo to prove thii 
is in the national capital, Washington, 
where tUe inouey is luade. 


When old and torn paper money haa 


been returned to the treasury at Wash- 
lugton, the United States government 
takes very extraordinary precautions in 
the destruction of it. 


The United States employs a very large 


force of people who do nothing else but 
destroy this old und mutilated paper 
money that hns been withdrawn from 
circulation. 
Whenever a batch of such 


bills us thi'M> are turned in to any sub- 
tieasury tht-y arc K'lU-emed by having 
new ones issued iu tht'ir stead. 


These old lulls are then sent to tha 


troitMiry nt Washington ond are there 
sorted nnd sent to what is known as the 
"redemption division." 
Here they are 


thoroughly examined by experts for tho 
purpose of detecting counterfeits. 


After this is done, which takes a very 


long time, they are again counted and 
sorted and then tied into bundles of 100 
bills each, and a record of each bundl* 
is kept. Then these go to the "destruc- 
tion department," and here, after they 
are again recoulod, they are put into 
large piercing machines, and four large 
iioles are driven through each bundle, 
'ihoy are next passed to a machine for 
cutting, and here each bundle Is cut 
into two equal parts. 


From here each half bundle Is sent to 


a different place. One goes to the offica 
of the secretary, and the other goes to 
the office of the registrar. 
In each of 


these places the half notes are again 
counted and a record thereof made. Aft- 
er this has been completed they are sent 
to the "chopping department," 
where 


they are put into machines which cut 
them into very minute fragments. 


Of these fragments the operators are 


exceedingly careful not to lose one. This 
mass oC silk webbed paper, which once 
represented thousands of dollars of mon- 
ey, is now ready for the "boiling depart- 
ment." 


In this place immense vats of water 


and allcali are kept constantly boiling, 
and into these vats the mass of frag- 
ments of paper is thrown nnd thoroughly 
boiled until they become an unrecogniz- 
able pulp. 


They manufacture this pulp into small 


models of the capitol, the White House, 
busts of Washington, Lincoln, Grant and 
into many other things, and these are 
•old to the department stores, which sell 
them as souvenirs for a small sum.—New 
York Journal.

ways somothii.g interesting to be seen. 
It may bo, in the- season, men in the 
street fryin;: toft shell crabs, which they 
pick up with odd wooden tongs made for 
the purpose to put them in a paper bag. 
It's a common thing for people to buy 
live crabs nnd carry them home with 
them in a bag. 


You mifiht see here somebody skinning 


eels, though that is something rather un- 
usual, sufficiently so to attract always « 
little knot of lookers on, who stand and 
watch the operation with interest. Arnon^ 
the bunch of gazers there is very likely 
one man at least who never before saw 
eels skinned and who is surprised to dis- 
cover that the expert does not skin the 
eel, 
but rather, as one might say, eels the 


skin. That is to say, he does not strip 
the skin off of the eel, but he strips the 
eel clear of the skin. 


Pilod up, corded up, on. a board on a 


barrel behind which the eel expert stands 
there aie hundreds of eels, piled with 
heads all to the rear, handy to B*ize upon. 
The only implement used in the work is 
a stout knife with a short fixed bladn 
Laying an eel, back down, upon the 
board, the cleaner makes with that short, 
stout knife one transverse cut three-quar- 
ters through it just below its head. With 
a single deft sweep of the knife he s"'.ts 
the eel down with one movement a.ld 
cleans it totally with another almost be- 
fore one is aware that this has been done 
at all, and then he proceeds to skin the 
eel, an, operation that requires, besides 
knowing how to do it, strength and skill. 


Once more the knife is brought into 


play, and this time the blade is worked 
under the end of the body from where the 
first cut was made and downward in the 
direction of the tail, to the extent of an 
inch. That Inch is what the expert gets 
his hold on. Holding the eel up now by 
the head with the left hand and holding 
It stationary and firmly, he grasps that 
freed inch of eel between the thumb of 
the right hand, on one side of it, and the 
blade of the knife, pressing it hard, but 
not cutting Ipto it, on the other. Anrl 
then, with the firm clutch that he h.is 
thus got upon it and holding the left 
hand stationary, he strips the eel for- 
ward and downward with the right, fair- 
ly stripping it clear of its skin with a sin- 
gle continuous movement. At the end of 
this, with a curving sweep through th= 
air, he throws the dressed eel upon a pile 
of its kind, while the skin he tosses into 
a barrel. Then he picks up another eel 
from the pile in front of him and repeats 
the operation, and it is ail so quickly and 
•o deftly done that you have to keep your 
eye on him not to miss any of the fivn 
movements in which the whole work is 
compris«d.—Nisw York Sun.

Thme regular monthly meeting of the 


city council was held last night, and 
when the roll was called, Councilman 
Hracewell. Gallup, Oove, Hunter, Mig- 
nault, ferry 
and Kiue 
faiK-J to re- 


spond. 


The first business was to listen to the 


following comunication from Mayor 
Wilkinson, which was read by Clerk 
Brooker. 
To the Honorable City Council, 


Gentlemen: I desire to call your at- 


tention to the condition of the Eagle 
street bridge. Both my predecessors 
and myself have had it examined by a 
number of experts, each of whom pro- 
nounce it unsafe for the loads that are 
continually passing over it. The bridge 
is also too narrow to accommodate the 
travel that concentrates at this place, 
it being a main thoroughfare to the 
business- center from an extended and 
important residential district as well as 
from adjoining town?. 


For about two years the following 


notice has been placed at either end of 
the bridge, 
"Dangerous:—Ail heavy 


loads and all driving faster than a 
walk on this bri-dge, strictly forbidden. 


Commissioner Public Works." 


This ntotice publishes the fact that 


we have long known of its unsafe con- 
dition, yet have permitted its use. I 
cannot doubt under these 
circum- 


stances, that in the event of an acci- 
dent, the city would be liable to a 
heavy penalty, possibly far beyond the 
cost 'of a new bridge. 


I have had plans prepared for a new 


and substantial structure, with a 28 
feet driveway and six feet sidewalks 
on either sida, similar 
to, and 
as 


strong as the Main street bridge. The 
estimated cost of the superstructure is 
about $7000. I would therefore recom- 
mend that the commissioner of pub- 
lic works be authorized without delay 
to contract for such a superstructure 
to be built this coming winter and 
erected as early next spring aa the 
abutments can advantageously be* pre- 
pared to receive it. t- am convinced 
that we can obtain it at a less cost by 
contracting now, there having been' a 
material decline in the cost of iron, 
and have it built during the winter 
mo'nths, ths usually-dull season at the 
factories. I know of no reason! why we 
should delay any longer, but many 
reasons why we should now move in 
this matter and thereby relieve the 
city from extreme liability.

The recommendation was referred to 


the committees on streets and finance, 
who will consider it jointly and there 
is little doubt that favorable action 
will be taken. The unsafe condition of 
the old bridge has long beenl notorious 
and the mayor is right when he calls 
attention to the fact that the city is 
assuming nteedlpss liability by retaining 
it. His plan, as stated in the recom- 
mendation, is to have the bridge built 
this ,wir.iter and to have it erected in 
the spring as soon as the abutments 
can be made ready. There can be no 
dou.u that a decision to do this will 
meet \\irh the approval of all the peo- 
ple of the city, for that a new bridge 
at this' point is a pressing necessity no 
one familiar \.ith the facts can* Ques- 
tion. The bridge will be very similar 
to the one at the loot of Main street, 
solid and strong, and of a gsrcerous 
width, as the dimensions given above 
show. But it will be none too -wide, for 
Eagle street is 
onte of the crowded 


thoroughfares of the city. The street 
is 'of good width at that.point, and it 
•would be a serious mistake to choke it 
with a narrow bridge. 


The report of Chief Engineer Byars 


of the fire department for the quarter 
ending October 1 was submited and 
placed on file.
